JAPAN PROTESTS 


'As "was to be expected Japan has 


lodged -with the state department a pro- 
test against the exclusion act passed by 
congress and signed by the president. 
The protest is couched in dignified and 
respectful terms, and is a forceful state- 
ment of Japan's position. The govern- 
ment of Tokio admits the right of con- 
gress to enact -whatever legislation it sees 
fit governing immigration. 


"What the -Japanese government ob- 


jects to is that a needless and humiliat- 
ing indignity has been offered the Ja- 
panese nation. Xo matter -what our Pa- 
cific coast extremists and our sentimen- 
tal jingoes may think, ia the highly emo- 
tional state to \vhich they have been lift- 
ed in carrying through the exclusion pro- 
vision, a deep offense has been given to 
the pride of Japan. 
In the judgment 


of President 
Coolidge and Secretary 


Hughes this offense ia inexcusable and un- 
necessary. It is their contention, and in 
this they are in agreement -with the Ja- 
panese, that the same results could have 
been achieved through diplomatic chan- 
nels in a form calculated- to satisfy the 


' 'feelihgs~of Japan and to spare her the slap 


in the face that congress has admin- 
istered. 


"Whether -we like to think so or not, 


Japan has reached an enviable-and influ- 


v ential place among the great nations of 


the •world. 
She has received much of 


the ambition to gain this place through 
contact -with American institutions and 
through commercial relations frith, our 
people. 
She has attained this position 


through her ovro. efforts, industry and 
cleverness. 
!A nation does not achieve 


power and eminence -without cultivating 
a strong national spirit and a deep sense 
of pride. 
These attributes properly be- 


long to Japan. "We have no right to ques- 
tion them, for they are exactly the quali- 
ties that have distinguished us from the 
days of our independence and they prop- 
erly belong to any self-respecting nation. 


It is our sovereign right to give of- 


fense to any nation if -we so desire. It is 
our privilege to -wound the sensibilities of 
another power if -we are so inclined. The 
question raised by such a course is 
•whether is it justified and whether -we are 
using good judgment. This is the ques- 
ton in our treatment of Japan. If our 
national interests -were irretrievably at 
stake and could be protected in no other 
•way than by the action congress has tak- 
en, then ve should have to so act and 
take the consequences of Japanese re- 
sentment end disfavor. Neither the presi- 
dent nor liis secretary of state believes 
this to be the case. They do not believe 
the action was warranted or justified. 
Congress has deeply outraged the nation- 
al sentiments of Japan, and we can es- 
pect nothing else than ill -vrill as the re- 
sult- This is the net accomplishment o£ 
congressional exclusion. The exclusion 
itself could have been obtained by nego- 
tiation. After three-quarters of a century 
of>friendly relations, and mutual accept- 
ance of the open door, it is unfortunate 
to say the least that we have taken a step 
that threatens to cause a permanent rais- 
tmdcrstanding, the consequences of which 
may become exceedingly grave and may 
eventually lead to war.

Certain medicines are beneficial In the sense- that 


they alleviate, perhaps by loosening tightness and 
so making cough and expectoration easier, with out 
causing any effects at the same time which may oe 
deleterious, such as destroying the appetite or Inter- 
fering with digestion or dulling general sensation. 


For the majority of coughs which are popularly 


treated by the patlenta themselves or by members 
of their families. I am convinced that no treatment 
at all -would be better than the usual early resorts 
to 
remedies which contain opiates, narcotics or 


nerve sedatives of one kind or another. To dull the 
sensation which prompts coughing, in the earlier 
stage of any throat, bronchial or lung condition m 
which cough and expectoration la natural.

1923 results by indicating a reduc- 
tion. The memory of three and four 
years "of low financial returns will 
probably mako another reduction in 
the acreage.

Nordman Says Low Farm 


Prices Are Due To Too 


Great Farm Production 


Purchasing Power of Consum 


ers Must Be Increased and 
Production Costs Decreased 
If Farmers Are to Live. 


Madison, \VU». "Glutted market's" 


are tho principal cause of depressed 
conditions In agriculture according 
to Edward Nordman, etato commls 
sloner of markets, and curtailed pur 
chasing power of tho consumer and 
tariffs which drive away foreign buy1' 
era are the cause of oversupplles of 
farm products rather than 
Ineffi- 


ciency or uncontrolled production and 
marketing, he believes. 


Nordman assigns three . causes for 


the farmers' plight and discounts 
marketing Inefficiency, foreign com- 
petition "and other ailments that are 
popularly attributed to the farmers' 
lot." Reasons 'for present conditions 
as set forth by tho state marketing 
official are: 


1. A restricted market made so 


by curtailed purchasing power of the 
masses who are in the same plight as 
the farmer. 
2. High cost of production du» to-In- 
flated land values, the multiplicity of 
direct and Indirect taxes and to mon- 
opoly prices of many things the-far- 
mer Is compelled to buy. 


3. Tarriff laws which act against 


the farmer in two ways: By curtail- 
ing the purchase power of foreign 
buyers and by contributing-to- the In- 
crease of the farmers' cost of produc- 
tion. 


"One 
of the paradoxes of the pres- 


ent situation," Nordman says, "is an 
almost feverish \anxlety on the .part 
of practically all farmers and busi- 
ness men to increase their production 
in the face of the fact that surplus 
products are the nightmare of al- 
most all of our producing interests. 


"Taking agriculture as an example 


the .moment that by some existing 
means like co-operation or- greater 
efficiency in production some partic- 
ular line of farming becomes a trifle 
more prosperous than farming, in 
general, such line of farming begins 
to attract competition which sooner 
or later pulls it down to tho gen 
era! level of conditions. Nor would ft 
help the farming industry as a whole 
if every farmer in the country joined 
in the effort to increase prices by 
those methods. 


"Oil-operation1 for li\stanqt, con- 


stitutes a powerful means for the 
Improvement of thi> agricultural sit- 
uation, but It can fulfill its purpose 
only when It Is placed in the proper 
economic environment based upon ^he 
right .balance between the country's 
producing and purchasing power. 


~These troubles can be cured only 


If •co-operation'and greater efficiency 
In production go hand in hand with the 
introduction of measures which will 
prevent market glutting' through' an 
Increase in the effective demand for 
the products of farm end factory. 
Any methods of improvement In the 
absence of such changes will only 
help the farmers who take advantage 
of them so long as their number does 
not comprise a very large proportion 
of the whole. 
'It ought to be plain, however, that 


If all producers became efficient In 
producton without a corresponding 
ncreaso in the consumers' .purchas- 
.ng, power, -we should simply increase 
our unsaleable surplus. ' I/lkewIse. 
f farmers were 100 per cent co-op- 
erators, prosperity would neverthe- 
ess depend upon the purchasing 
pow- 


er of the masses engaged in industry. 


'The only effective cure for the 


evils that afflict agriculture Is to cut 
down the farmers' unavoidable cost 
of production and to Increase the 
purchasing1 power, of his consumers.

years back, with pitchers' battles all 
the vogue, wouldn't be very practical 
in these days of the lively ball and 
home-run sluggers. 


Don't alibi, would be the very first 


suggestion I would offer any catcher 
who aspires to become a big leaguer. 
Accept the break* of the game aa 
they come. 


When yon feel that you are right, 


fight lor your point. When you have 
erred do not seek to place the blame 
on a teammate or the umpire by of- 
fering an alibi that you hope will 
cover up your mistake. 


Every big league catcher 
makes 


mistakes. No one is infallible. The 
thing to do is have the courage of 
your convlctons, call for tho style 
pitch that you believe will be moat 
effective and then stand or fall on 
your judgment. 


WATCH CAREFULLY 


A catcher should always have a 


knowledge of the strength and weak* 
ness of the opposing- players. In a 
league organization this Is made pos- 
sible by careful study of each bat- 
ter. 


Once a catcher gains a knowledge 


of the opposing batters, it is up to 
him to use euch information to the 
best possible advantage. 


When I broke Into the American 


League, base running was one of the 
most important features 
of play. 


Breaking up of the steal of second 


was a play that always loomed up 
Jn front of the catcher when a bats- 
man reached first baee. 


Playing for a run was then the sys-
